Report Nixon's Vital Signs Stabilized

Richard M ..Nixon’s doctor says it is 
too early to 
make 
a 
longrange 
prediction on the health of the former 
president. 
But Dr. John C. Lungren said 
Wednesday that Nixon’s vital signs 
have stabilized, although he remains 
on the critical list. 
Nixon lapsed into vascular shock 
following urgent surgery for phlebitis 
on Tuesday. Doctors worked for three 
hours to restore stable blood cir­ 
culation. 
Nixon’s former presidential news 


secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler, told 
newsmen, meanwhile, that the 61- 
year-old ex-president came very close 
to death during the postoperative 
emergency. 
“There is no doubt that we almost 
lost President Nixon yesterday af­ 
ternoon,” said Ziegler. 
Ziegler said Nixon’s condition grew 
so serious that “I think ifs fortunate 
that President Nixon was in the in­ 
tensive care unit.” 
Nixon's doctors, however, side­ 
stepped questions on whether Nixon s 
life was in danger during the period of 


postoperative shock and bleeding 
behind the membrane that surrounds 
his abdomen. 
By Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center’s definition, critical condition 
means vital signs are not stable and 
not within normal limits — “ Indicators 
are unfavorable.” 
A hospital spokesmen said that by 
keeping Nixon on the critical list, “it 
means the doctor still fears that Mr. 
Nixon may have further trouble.” 
Lungren, Nixon’s doctor for 22 
years, said through a 
hospital 
spokesm an that Nixon’s internal 


bleeding had been arrested and that he 
was receiving medication for pain and 
occasional nausea. 
“ All 
emergency 
resuscitation 
equipment for any contingency" is at 
his bedside, Lungren added. 
A hospital spokesman said a tube 
had been inserted through Nixon’s 
nose and into his stomach to drain off 
fluids and prevent swelling of the 
abdomen because he could not move 
his 
bowels, a 
side-effect 
of the 
bleeding. 
President Ford is campaigning in 
nearby lx>s Angeles today, but a White 


House spokesman said Ford had no 
plans to visit Nixon. 


The spokesman said Ford 
was 
watching Nixon's condition closely, 
however. 


Nixon’s wife. Pat, and daughters, 
Julie Nixon Eisenhower and Tricia 
Nixon Cox, maintained a vigil. Mrs. 
Nixon remained by her husband's bed 
and the daughters were busy an­ 
swering telephone calls offering best 
wishes and opening get well cards. 
Mrs. Nixon and her daughters have 
been sleeping at a private residence in 


I/>ng Beach, 50 miles north of Nixon’s 
seaside estate at San Clemente. 


The hospital switchboard has been 
swamped with calls since Nixon un­ 
derwent surgery to insert a clothes pin­ 
like clamp over a vein in his groin 
area. The clamp was implanted to 
prevent a newly discovered blood clot 
from moving to his heart and lungs. 
Nixon re-entered the hospital Oct. 23 
after home drug therapy 
proved 
ineffective in treating the phlebitis. He 
was hospitalized for 12 days ending 
Oct. 4 for treatment of the problem.

Claim Treasury Cash Missing

stolen from the treasurer’s office and 
not

D em ocratic incum bent G ertrude 
Donahey. 


Richard H. Harris contended that 
$1,000 was taken in September of 1971, 
$500 in January of this year and $300 
last September. 


Deputy Treasurer Wayne Maloon 
acknowledged that $1,500 had turned 
up missing but said the discrepancies 
were not reported to police because a 
bonding company had reimbursed the 
treasurer’s office. 
Harris, widely believed to be far 
behind Mrs. Donahey in the campaign 
for treasurer, said police had no report 
of the missing money and that there 
was no record of it in the treasurer’s 
office. 


Harris said his investigation of the 
allegations had gone beyond the letter. 
Maloon said the missing $1,000 was 
from a change-making bank provided 
to the Ohio State Fair in 1971 and that 
the 
$500 
involved 
a 
te lle r’s 
discrepancy. 
In both cases, he said, the shortages 
were not reported because the 
treasurer’s office was reimbursed by 
the Keck Insurance Co. of Akron, Ohio. 
He said the procedure for supplying 
the state fair with change was a carry­ 
over from the Republican treasurer 
and had since been changed. 
“We could never determine whether 
it was short coming in or whether 
something had happened to it after it 
had gotten here,” he said. 
Maloon said the employe who was 
$500 short resigned shortly after the 
incident, but he added that he did not 
believe the teller was guilty of any 
wrongdoing. Maloon did not know 
Dutch Police And Marines 
Rescue Hostages In Hague 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) - 
Dutch police and m arines fired 
magnesium grenades early today to 
tem porarily blind four convicts 
holding 15 persons hostage in a prison 
chapel, then captured the men and 
rescued the hostages unharmed. 


“Several shots were fired in the air 
by the marines, but there were no 
casu alties,” Police Chief Albert 
Peyster said. 


The operation was over 
in 
15 
minutes, officials said. 
The hostages, who included two 
women, 
were 
taken 
to 
police 
headquarters and then to their homes. 
They had been captives since Saturday 
night, but a police spokesman said 
they were in ‘‘surprisingly good 
condition.” 
The four convicts were hurried off to 
cells. One of them was a 23-year-old 
Palestinian guerrilla, Adnan Ahmad 
Nuri, serving a five-year sentence for 
helping to hijack and burn a British 
airliner last March. The other three 
were an Algerian and twp Dutchmen, 
all serving terms for armed robbery. 
The convicts had demanded a plane 
to take them to an undisclosed foreign 
country and also that Nuri’s con­ 
federate in the March hijacking, Sami 


Houssin Tamimah, be allowed to join 
them. Justice Minister Andries van 
Agt told a news conference the 
government never intended to grant 
the demands. 


Peyster and van Agt refused to give 
details of the rescue at Scheveningen 
prison “because we may have to do it 
again.” But police sources gave this 
account: 


The police waited until 4 a.m. 
because they thought some of the 
convicts would be asleep. Then they 
hurled magnesium grenades through 
the chapel windows and at the same 
time cut the lock on the chapel door 
with acetylene torches. 


The latter process took about IO 
seconds. Psychiatrists had advised the 
police that the noise of the exploding 
grenades and the glaring light of the 
burning magnesium would confuse, 
frighten and blind the convicts for at 
least that long. 
Fifteen m arines and policemen 
wearing bulletproof vests rushed 
through the door. Tile convicts, who 
were armed with two pistols and 
several spring knives, were taken 
completely by surprise. They did not 
fire a shot.

Defense Lawyers 
Hit At Perjury 
By Magruder 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Once again, 
W atergate defense law yers are 
pressing a key prosecution witness on 
what caused him to drop out of the 
cover-up and start telling the truth 
about the break-in at Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee headquarters.

examination Wednesday of Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, former deputy director of 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon’s 
re-election 
committee.

Plato Cacheris, an attorney for 
former Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, 
opened the cross examination by 
asking 
M agruder, 
the 
third 
prosecution witness at the cover-up 
trial, about his testimony at the break- 
in trial in January 1973. 


“ Did you speak words of perjury to 
the jury?” asked Cacheris. 
“ Yes, sir,” replied Magruder. 
“John Mitchell didn’t speak those 
words for you, did he?” asked the 
defense attorney. 
“ No, sir,” Magruder said. 
Mitchell is one of five former Nixon 
administration and campaign aides 
charged with conspiring to thwart the 
investigation of the Watergate break­ 
in. 
The other defendants are former 
White House aides H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Khrlichman, former 
assistant Atty. Gen. Robert C. Mar- 
dian and Kenneth W. Parkinson, one­ 
time lawyer for the Nixon re-election 
committee. 
Defense attorneys indicated Wed­ 
nesday that their cross examination of 
Magruder would take a full day. The 
next prosecution witness is scheduled 
to be Robert Reisner, Magruder’s 
assistant at the re-election committee. 
Cacheris focused his questioning of 
Magruder on the former campaign 
aide’s admitted perjury on numerous 
occasions before he began cooperating 
with prosecutors in April 1973, and on

Cacheris drew from M agruder 
confirmation that he had told FBI 
agents April 19, 1973, that prior to the 
June 17, 1972, break-in "you had not 
received one dime from the committee 
to re-elect the president other than 
salary.” 


He admitted also telling the agents 
that after the break-in he had tried for 
“self preservation” to accumulate as 
much money as possible from the 
committee. 


Magruder apparently accumulated 
$6,000 in committee funds for possible 
use to pay legal fees. But when the 
conuiiittee picked up some of the fees 
he returned the money. 
Cacheris cited several occasions on 
which Magruder had lied under oath 
and each time asked him if he had been

WASHINGTON (AP) - Millions of 
Americans will pay higher Social 
Security taxes next year, with ad­ 
ditional payroll withholding as high as 
$52.65 for employes earning $14,100 or 
more. 


The 
increase 
takes 
effect 
automatically under Social Security 
legislation enacted by Congress in 1972 
and 1973. 
There will be no change in the 
present Social Security tax rates of 
5.85 per cent each for employe and 7.9 
per cent for the self-employed. 
However, the tax will be levied on the 
first $14,100 of each wage earner’s 
income, up from the present $13,200. 
The 
Departm ent 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare estimated 
Wednesday that about 
19 million 
workers will be affected by the in­ 
crease, which will mean an employe’s 
maximum Social Security tax for 1975 
will be $824.85, up from $772.20 in 1974. 
The self-employed will be taxed a 
maximum additional $71.10 each for a 
total of $1,113.90, up from this year’s 
1,042.80. 
“ In return for the increase in taxes, 
these affected workers 
Will have 
greater protection because a larger 
amount of their earnings will be 
credited toward benefits than before,” 
HEW Secretary Caspar W. 
Wein­ 
berger said in a .statement. 
“This will mean higher benefits for 
them and their families in the event of 
retirement, disability or death, than 
would have been possible without an 
increase in the base,” he said 
W einberger noted 
that 
Social 
Security benefits were raised ll per 
cent earlier this year. The larger wage 
base for taxes is expected to bring in 
an additional $1.8 billion next year.

The campus visit was the jury’s only 
business of the day. 
“It certainly brought back a lot of 
unpleasant memories,” said Barry W.

program and 61 draft dodgers have 
reported to U.S. attorneys to sign up, 
Pepitone said in an interview Wed­ 
nesday. 
Of these, only 44 deserters and nine 
draft evaders have alternative jobs. 
The deserters and draft dodgers 
have until Jan. 31 to report under the 
program announced Sept. 16. 
Pepitone said, “I don’t think the time 
has come for the arguments of parents 
and others to have an impact” to get 
more to join up. 
Pepitone said he is not surprised by 
the low number of people now serving 
in alternative jobs. He noted that the 
men have 22 days after reporting to 
find jobs on their own. If they are 
unable to do so, Selective Service will 
try to find them jobs within 30 days 
after signup.

Blue Laws 
Are Upheld 


PITTSBURGH (A P)-T he Penn­ 
sylvania Supreme Court has upheld 
the constitutionality of the state’s blue 
laws while striking down a provision 
which allowed family-owned stores to 
stay open Sunday. 
In a 17-page opinion issued Wed­ 
nesday, Justice Lewis Manderino 
wrote: 
“The state has a valad interest in 
providing a day of rest and recreation 
for members of the public, and general 
proscriptions against Sunday sales are 
constitutional. 
“Many exceptions to the general 
prohibitions have been upheld because 
of a recognition can be enhanced by 
the employment of some on the day set 
aside for the rest and recreation of 
others.” 
The challenge to the Sunday closing 
policy was brought by Nate Goodman, 
operator of an Erie grocery known as 
the Paul Bunyan Store, who filed suit 
in Erie County Common Pleas Court in 
1972. 
Goodman’s 
action, technically 
seeking an injunction against en­ 
forcement of the blue laws, came after 
his store and 28 others in Erie County 
were charged with violating the Sun­ 
day sales prohibition.

Grain Shipments 


Is there a significant dif­ 
ference between shipping out 
of the United States at one 
time the 3.4 million ton grain 
order from the Soviet Union 
and parceling it out in smaller 
lots through the crop year? 
There 
is. 
according 
to 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl 
Butz, who says the grain sale 
is being renegotiated with the 
USSR in such a way it will not 
affect 
domestic 
prices 
ad­ 
versely. 
This 
is 
the 
deal 
the 
President 
personally 
in­ 
tercepted to prevent a repeat 
of the food price inflation 
which followed the mammoth 


1972 grain sale to the Soviet 
Union. 
But 
in 
reality, 
Secretary Butz is talking 
about the sam e quantity. 
Shipments would be spread 
out over a longer period of 
time. 
What the discussion boils 
down to is the harvest of corn 
and wheat during the 1974 crop 
year, the domestic demands 
upon it and how much would 
be left 
for export without 
disrupting 
the 
dom estic 
market. In that determination, 
the midyear grain carry over 
becomes an important factor. 
These are the stocks on hand 
from last year s harvest at the 


middle of the current year. 
VV heat was down to 249 million 
bushels (from 863 m illion 
bushels in 
1972), and corn 
stocks had dropped to 428 
million bushels (compared to 
l l billion bushels in 1972). 
Wheat harvest this year is 
expected to be the best ever, 
but corn will be down and 
estimated 16 per cent and 
soybean production is e x ­ 
pected to drop 19 per cent. This 
mixed performance coupled 
w ith some of the lowest stock­ 
piles in recent history 
in­ 
terjects a cautionary note into 
the plans announced by Earl 
Butz. 
Dis-Spirited Halloween 


NEW YORK — Halloween, like the 
old gray mare, ain’t what she used to 
be. Something has happened that has 
reduced its spooky mysticism and 
sometimes wanton mischief to a 
charade engaged in by moppets who 
appear at the door, masked and robed, 
piping: “Trick or treat.” They always 
settle for the treat. It is an age of 
compromise, and they are with it. 
One of the causes of the vitiation of 
Halloween’s old-time vigor may be the 
spread of indoor plumbing. There 
aren’t many outhouses for bully-boys 
to push over any more. As for bobbing 
for apples, well, a tub full of apples 
would bust a party-fiver at today’s 
supermarket prices. 
In the Dark Ages the occasion called 
All Hallows, on the eve of All Saints 
Day, must have made the educated 
minority in Celtic countries question 
whether there would ever be a 
Renaissance. It was also the eve of the 
dank, dismal winter. Fires must be 
lighted. The souls of the departed, 
faithful and otherwise, were seen 
everywhere. Ghosts, witches and 
demons roamed the fields, screeched 
in the hedges or moaned from tops of 
trees. It was the only day of the year 
when people prayed to the Devil to 
save them from their dire forebodings. 
But it was also the time for a lass to 
fasten her eye on a prospective 
husband. The best way to find one, it 
was believed in Scotland, was for a girl 
to sow hemp seed on plowed land at 
midnight, while shouting “Hemp seed 
I sow, who will my husband be, let him 
come and mow.” If she’d then look 
over her left shoulder she’d see her 
spouse-to-be, perhaps scratching his 
matted hair and muttering, “What the 
hell am I getting into?” 
Irish immigrants brought the 
rem nants of the old Halloween to 
America in the middle of the 19th 
century, including the “trick or treat” 
bit. That was an old Gaelic custom in 
which farmers solicited food for poor 
villagers at Halloween. Those who 
gave willingly were treated to a 
promise of prosperity. The tight-fisted 
ones were forced to perform some 
embarrassing trick, the least ob­ 
noxious of which was riding back­ 
wards on a horse, in front of the jeering 
villagers. 
The Hallmark Card Company has 
showered us with its annual blizzard of 
Halloweeniana, an improbable word 
that suggests a new kind of hot dog: 
Ancients in the Scottish Highlands 
were reasonably certain they saw the 
Devil himself marching across the 
moors in kilts playing “The Death 
March” on his bagpipe or clicking 
castanets made of human bones. The 
old Irish nailed a horseshoe to their 
barns, upright and with three nails, to 
protect the animals against witches, 
goblins and evil spirits. Each nail was

struck three times, to symbolize the 
Holy Trinity. The Welsh scratched 
their initials or marks on white stones, 
tossed them in the fireplace, and 
anyone whose stone was missing the 
next morning would never live to see 
the next Halloween. 
Something has happened to the 
Halloween cards, too. Kids used to 
send unsigned penny-dreadfuls to one 
another, all garish and cruelly in­ 
sulting. Now the cards cost 25 or 50 
times as much, are beautifully done, 
and carry such nifty messages as, 
“Most of these ugly old witches have 
only one thing on their minds . .. ugly 
old men.” 
There is something melancholy 
about today’s “trick or treat” nippers. 


particularly in the big towns and the 
high-rises of suburbia. I’ve always 
thought that a good cover for the New 
Yorker magazine would be scene 
showing three little hooded children 
knocking on the magnificent entrance 
of the Waldorf-Astoria while the 
chauffeur of their parked Rolly-Royce 
stands nearby. 
No parent in his-her right senses 
would let a child do what came 
naturally to them in their own youths: 
wander around the streets after dark, 
alone or in small groups. In countless 
apartments through the land on this 
Eve of All Hallows, the innocent 
perpetuators of ancient rites and 
superstitions will have a bodyguard.

NEW YORK (AP) - Uke the hands 
of a clock at the beginning or ending of 
Daylight Saving Time, the leading 
economic 
indicators 
sometimes 
mislead, but seldom totally. 
The composite index of these 
economic indicators fell 2.5 per cent in 
September, the worst decline in 23 
years, pointing to a sharp decline of 
economic activity the remainder of the 
year. 
The indicators have been wrong 
before, and some of them cannot now 
be relied upon too uncritically. Stock 
prices, for example, are an indicator of 
future activity, but an unreliable one. 
In fact, as the dismal report was 
being released, the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average soared 25.5 points. 
But the market was looking far into the 
future — not into next month. 
As some stock analysts might ob­ 
serve, the m arket already had 
discounted the bad news for the 
remainder of the year and was looking 
into the middle of 1975, when economic 
conditions might be better. 
Perhaps more indicative of the 
immediate future was the 6.4 per cent 
drop in durable goods orders during 
September, and the 8.4 per cent decline 
in building permits. 
The level of building activity, for 
example, follows directly from the 
number of permits issued several 
weeks before. It isn’t an opinion about 
the future; it is a factual declaration. 
The 9.1 per cent advance in new 
claims for unemployment insurance, 
on the other hand, is just as much a 
statement about past conditions as it is 
an indication of things to come. 
However, a good many economists 
will interpret another indicator, the 4.2 
per cent decline in industrial-material

Magnuson 
Against Big 
Tankers 


WENATCHEE, Wash. (AP) - Sen. 
Warren G. Magnuson, D-Wash., says 
he’s opposed to the shipping of oil 
through Puget Sound to wind up in the 
Midwest. 


Magnuson, chairman of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, also said in a 
campaign speech Tuesday night he 
would favor barring oil tankers larger 
than 125,000 deadweight tons from 
entering the sound. That is the size of 
the largest tankers which now visit 
refineries in Bellingham, Anacortes 
and Tacoma. 


Standard Oil of Ohio has said plans 
are being considered for building a 
pipeline to carry oil, which would 
arrive by tanker from Alaska, to the 
Midwest from either Puget Sound, San 
Francisco Bay or the Los Angeles 
area. 
Shell Oil Co. also has urged that 
tankers as large as 250,000 deadweight 
tons be permitted on Puget Sound. 
Shell has a refinery at Anacortes. 


“We’ve got everything to lose and 
little, if anything, to gain by having 
supertankers bring oil into Puget 
Sound for transshipment across the 
country,” Magnuson said. “ The 
number of jobs created... would be 
miniscule. 


“but the number of jobs lost in 
fishing, aquaculture and recreation 
industries would be substantial if spills 
occur. 
“If no transshipment center is built, 
there shouldn’t be any reason for 
tankers greater than 125,000 tons to 
enter Puget Sound.”

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Speaking Of Your Health

Everyone in my family is affected 
with baldness after 25. I have tried 
massages and scalp treatments, but 
the hair still gets thinner and thinner. 
So what’s new? 
Mr. A. T. R.,I11. 


Dear Mr. R.: 
Early baldness is known to be 
“familial.” This hereditary tendency 
to marked thinning of the hair occurs 
mostly in men, of course. But oc­ 
casionally it is seen in women, too. 
In the absence of recognizable skin 
disease, local massage is usually 
disappointing. 
Hair transplanting done by those 
doctors specially trained in the 
delicate 
technique 
has 
been 
remarkably effective in many cases. 


The newer knowledge of the growth 
of hair, and the understanding of how 
hair varies in different parts of the 
body, is leading to new research on 
baldness. 
Dr. Norman Orentreich, in New 
York City, who introduced the concept 
of hair transplants almost a quarter of 
a century ago, now believes that 
locally applied drugs and hormones 
may eventually be the answer to the 
distressing problem of premature 


male baldness or pattern baldness. 


I am a pretty good drinker. I’m 
beginning to worry about my liver. 
Can any doctor perform tests to show if 
my liver is functioning properly? 
Mr.T. D. E.,Ky. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
All heavy “drinkers” should realize 
that large quantites of alcohol can be 
damaging to the liver. 
It is sad when they learn too late that 
their excessive drinking has done 
irreparable damage to their liver. 
Liver function tests are very ac­ 
curate. Studies of the blood show the 
presence 
of 
special 
enzymes 
associated with liver disorders. 
Dozens of complicated tests are 
included in the liver profile which yield 
valuable information about the normal 
or abnormal functioning of this vital 
organ. 
All doctors have at their disposal 
laboratories and hospital facilities 
where such surveys can be made. 
There are now many X-ray scanning 
devices which can add knowledge as to 
the state of the liver. 
By all means, have these studies 
done. The results may give you new 
insight into the value of good health.

Dear Editor: 
Earlier this month I was privileged 
to take a small part in the activities at 
the George McDowell Exchange 
School 
centering 
around 
the 
celebration of the Chief Logan 
Bicentennial. 
The 
Bicentennial 
Committee of the Pickaway County 
Historical 
Society 
had 
worked 
throughout the summer to prepare a 
program for county schools to engage 
their interest in the historic events that 
occurred in this county in October, 
1774. 
Among the efforts we made to 
stimulate interest among schools was 
a tape-recording prepared by W. W. 
Higgins and distributed to all schools 
where Ohio history is studied. We had 
made a somewhat similar effort in 1960 
when two county schools - Pickaway 
and Saltcreek townships - took ad- . 
vantage of the offer of the Historical 
Society to take students on guided 
tours of historic sites in this county. 
Aside from the above-named schools, 
no others showed any interest. 
This year only one school in the 
county committed themselves to a 
concerted effort to make known to 
students the heritage of our county. 
The George McDowell Exchange 
School provided a three-day program 
for seventh and eighth grade students 
concerned with the events of 1774 and 
the significance of Pickaway County in 
pre-Revolution events. 
The faculty prepared a workbook for 
the students - a most comprehensive 
study guide which touched on every 
facet of Indian life and the background 
of Lord Dunmore’s War. One day the 
cafeteria prepared food similar to that 
which the Indians had used. The in­ 
dustrial arts teacher after a great deal 
of research made a small replica of an 
Indian dwelling for display and study. 
There were numerous exhibits of 
Indian arts and crafts beautifully 
displayed in the library area and 
elsewhere in the school. 
On the second day of the study- 
program buses carried the 400 
students with some of their teachers on 
a tour of some of the sites featured on 
the Chief Logan Bicentennial Tour. 
Mrs. Don Miller Sr. and myself served 
as guides on two of the buses. The tour 
terminated at Logan Elm Park where 
the students sat on the hillside and 
listened attentively to talks by 
members of the faculty and George 
McDowell about various aspects of 
the events of 1774. Paul Brown brought 
his private collection of Indian 
weapons and tools for inspection and 
demonstration, a project which met 
with great enthusiasm. 


The students had brought sack- 
lunches and soft drinks were provided. 
They were told to dispose of ail trash in 
the containers brought to the Park. 
When the buses were loaded for the 
return to the schoolgrounds a group of 
students policed the grounds to make 
sure that every scrap of paper, every 
bottle-cap was picked up. The students 
at all times were well-behaved and 
attentive. 


I am sure that these young people 
will remember this event in their 
school for all the years of their lives. 
The experience of seeing the beautiful 
countryside, the association with long- 
vanished villages and heroes, an 
awakened understanding of how our 
forefathers met their problems - all 
these memories will long endure. 


We extend our congratulations and 
thanks to the faculty of the George 
McDowell Exchange School for their 
excellent planning, their attention to 
detail, their devotion to the goals of 
education. It is impossible for us to 
name each fine teacher here, but we 
must give special thanks to Dean Barr 
and Harry Hoffer who coordinated the 
program.

Fertilizer Production To Rise 


Residents of the Teays Valley School 
District will be asked to approve a 3.6 
million dollar—5.44 mill bond issue at 
the polls Nov. 5. The money will be 
used to provide the children with a new 
middle school to house grades six, 
seven, and eight. 
Having faced severe overcrowding 
for many years, the district was forced 
to split, or half-day, sessions for the 
high school and seventh and eighth 
grades in 1971.

Sewage treatment facilities at 
Walnut and Scioto Elementary Schools 
will be installed to retire the 50-year 
old septic tank systems at these sites 
and bring the schools within the 
Bill Boosts 
Savings Help 
To $40,000 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill giving 
savers an additional $20,000 federal 
insurance on deposits in banks, 
savings and loans institutions and 
credit institutions has been signed by 
President Ford. 


The bill boosted the federal in­ 
surance level to $40,000. 
It also bans discrimination based on 
sex or marital status in the granting or 
denying of credit. In addition, it 
provides new protection for consumers 
against repeated incorrect computer 
billings by creditors and failure to 
respond to consumer inquiries. 


Under the measure, creditors are 
required to acknowledge consumer 
inquiries within 30 days and resolve 
any dispute within 90 days either by 
correcting the customer’s bill or ex­ 
plaining why the bill is correct. 
The White House also said Tuesday 
that Ford has vetoed a bill intended to 
protect migrant farm workers from 
abuses by farm labor contractors. 
However, in returning the measure to 
Congress, Ford said he would sign the 
measure after removal of an unrelated 
rider classifying a group of Labor 
Department hearing officers as 
higher-salaried administrative law 
judges. 
He said the amendment 
would 
provide “overly liberal salaries’’ to the 
hearing officers, who would be 
reclassified “regardless of their quali­ 
fications.’’ 
In another veto, Ford struck down 
vocational rehabilitation legislation on 
grounds it transferred the aid-to-the- 
handicapped program from one part of 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare to another “for no good 
reason — indeed very bad reasons.” 
He said the transfer would blur 
accountability and create an un­ 
necessary new bureaucracy.

Agriculture Department expert says 
world fertilizer production by 1980 
could exceed the estimates of six 
months ago if new plants currently 
planned are put into operation. 


Richard D. Reidinger, of the 
department’s Economic Research 
Service, said world output of nitrogen 
— the ingredient in shortest supply — 
could exceed use by as much as 5.2 
million metric tons in 1980 if plants 
now on drawing boards are operating. 


The new fertilizer projections were 
included in a report published Tuesday 
by USDA. I^ast March the agency said 
world nitrogen production by 1980 
could fall short of need by 3.9 million to 
9.6 million tons. 


Projections made by the World Bank 
last spring showed a similar deficit by 
1980. But Reidinger’s report said more 
recent 
developments 
have 
sig­ 
nificantly altered those estimates. 


“High prices have stimulated what 
appears to be a very massive response 
involving expanded fertilizer plant 
facilities,” Reidinger told a reporter. 
“It isn’t going to help today or 
tomorrow, but within a few years — if 
these plans turn out — it could mean a 
significant difference.” 


But Reidinger cautioned in the in­ 
terview that fertilizer, while highly 
important, cannot guarantee by itself 
the additional food the world will need 
by 1980. Other inputs, including 
energy, will have a large bearing on 
whether poor countries can boost food 
production. 


Six months ago, when it appeared 
much larger U.S. grain crops were 
due, there was some feeling that 
reduced commodity prices might force 
farmers to cut back on the use of ex­ 
pense fertilizer next year. 
But instead, Reidinger said, smaller 
harvests in the United States and in 
some other countries have resulted in 
higher grain prices. That has the effect 
of boosting future fertilizer demand, 
even at the higher costs. 
Thus, he said, the higher price 
plateau has triggered plans for in­ 
creasing fertilizer production in many 
parts of the world.

capacity, Reidinger said in his report, 
will be in the Peoples Republic of 
China, North America, Western 
Europe and in the less developed 
countries themselves. 
New plants also have been con­ 
tracted for in the Soviet Union and are 
expected to provide that country and 
Eastern Europe with a substantial 
nitrogen surplus by 1980 instead of the 
deficit projected earlier. 
Oil-rich countries in the Middle East 


also appear to be expanding nitrogen 
production from natural gas at a 
larger rate than indicated previously, 
Reidinger said. 
For the shorter term, however, total 
fertilizer supplies will continue tight 
and prices remain high. But Reidinger 
said those costs may be levelling off. 
“Even if high world grain prices 
continue and fertilizer needs remain 
strong, world fertilizer prices may not 
rise much from current record levels,” 
he said.

Taylor, vice president in charge of 
operations for Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
Ohio Valley Gas Co. and Columbia Gas 
of Kentucky, with headquarters in 
Columbus, assumed leadership of the 
five-year-old organization of Ohio 
natural gas distribution and pipeline 
companies following its recent con­ 
vention at Hueston Woods State Lodge, 
College Comer. 
Calling for a six-point program to 
return energy production to the free 
marketplace, 
which 
he 
termed 
essential if adequate energy supplies 
are to become available, Taylor said 
the biggest challenge for his OGA 
administration — and the gas industry 
— during the coming year will be to 
make the federal administration, 
Congress and the general puboic 
realize that the natural gas shortage 
continues to be “very real,” and that 
the seriousness of its impact on the 
overall domestic economy is not being 
properly recognized. 
Taylor said: 
“Our industry con­ 
tinues in difficult times with problems 
of limited supply and industrial cur­ 
tailment in some parts of the state this 
winter. However, it should be noted 
that Ohio distribution companies are 
beginning the heating season in better 
shape than would have been possible if 
it hadn’t been for last year’s mild 
winter and very fine conservation 
efforts by customers.” 
“If the coming winter is abnormally, 
or even normally cold,” he warned, 
“certainly the term ‘energy crisis’ 
will emerge stronger than ever.” 
“The difficulty is not that we are out 
of natural gas,” Taylor said, pointing 
out 
that 
industry 
and 
federal 
geological surveys estimate national 
domestic gas reserves at 250 trillion 
cubic feet 
and 
indicate 
potential 
reserves ranging from 1,130 trillion to 
2,250 trillion cubic feet. 
The reserves and the know-how are 
there, he explained, but the incentive 
to “go get it” is not there. 
“The natural gas industry must be 
unshackled from all unnecessary and 
unrealistic 
government regulations 
and 
interference and regulated 
companies must be allowed more 
realistic 
earnings 
to 
finance 
tremendous, but necessary, increases 
in future capital expenditures if an 
adequate program to explore and 
develop these 
reserves is to 
be 
forthcoming,” he declared. 
“Even if we could proceed with 
development immediately,” he con­ 
tinued, “there still would be no relief 
from the present situation for three to 
five years and every day’s delay 
means the situation will become in­ 
creasingly serious for a longer period 
of time.” 
Pointing out that more than half the 
fuel requirements of the nation’s in­ 
dustries are met by natural gas and 
that elements of our complex society 
are so closely inter-dependent that 
virtually every industrial and com- 
mercial 
enterprise 
and 
every 
household will feel the effects of 
dwindling 
gas 
supplies, 
Taylor 
outlined six steps as essential if 
adequate energy supplies are to 
become available: 
(I) Congress must promptly enact

amendments to the Natural Gas Act 
providing for the orderly deregulation 
of wellhead prices for new gas. Field 
price regulation by the Federal Power 
Commission since the 1954 
Phillips’ 
Decision of the Supreme Court has 
been a catastrophic failure. Regulated 
earnings have been wholly inadequate 
to attract the needed capital to acquire

unrealistically low prices have created 
an artificial, excessive demand for 
natural gas. 
(2) Efforts must be Intensified to 
maintain a continuing program of 
conservation of all forms of energy by 
all types of customers. 
(3) More progressive and innovative 
leasing policies must be enacted to 
expand the availability of government 
lands for exploration and development 
of natural resources — particularly the 
potentially productive Outer Con­ 
tinental Shelf along the Atlantic Coast 
and Gulf of Alaska. 
(4) More realistic regulatory and 
taxation policies must be formulated 
to attract the tremendous amounts of 
investor capital required to develop 
new gas reserves.

(Q) How is minimum income tax 
computed? 
(A) Minimum income tax applies to

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Corn Harvesting 
Ahead Of Schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Harvest of 
the battered 1974 com crop edged near 
the half-way mark last 
weekend, 
ahead of the normal schedule for this 
time of year, says the Agriculture 
Department. 
A new com production estimate will 
be issued by (JSDA Nov. IO based on 
field surveys the first of the month. 
The report also will include updated 
estimates for soybeans, wheat and 
other major crops. 
Meantime, 
the 
department 
said 
Wednesday in a weekly weather report 
that the com harvest nationally was 
about 49 per cent completed as of Oct. 
27. That was slightly ahead of 46 per 
cent normally harvested by that date. 
Com harvesting in the Corn Belt 
states was 45 per cent finished, 
ranging from about 19 per cent com­ 
pleted in Michigan to 86 per cent in 
South Dakota. 
The soybean harvest was estimated 
at 61 per cent done by Oct. 27, ahead of 
normal but trailing the 1973 pace. 
About 78 per cent of the Com Belt crop 
was harvested, compared with 81 per 
cent last year and the historical 
average of 75 per cent, the report said. 
Officials said rain last week in the 
southern Plains delayed the windup of 
winter wheat planting but that the 
moisture helped the crop that was 
planted. The wheat was in “mostly 
good” 
condition 
in 
Texas 
and 


Oklahoma, the report said. 
But in Kansas the moisture supply 
has been spotty, meaning that winter 
wheat condition is showing “con­ 
siderable variation,” the report said. 
Dry’ conditions still prevailed in much 
of the northern Plains and Pacific 
Northwest.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— George 
Smith, the Republican candidate for 
attorney general, is convinced he has 
raised important issues in his cam­ 
paign against Democratic incumbent 
William J. Brown. 
Convincing headline writers, voters 
and his opponent is more difficult. 
With the Nov. 5 election only days 
away, Smith’s copying machine has 
been working overtime turning out 
sharply worded criticisms of Atty. 
Gen. Brown’s performance in office. 
The Franklin County Prosecutor 
held a news conference recently 
summarizing his case against Brown 
on two charts outlining a variety of 
charges.

Despite the broad range of Smith’s 
attack, Brown’s strategists do not 
believe Smith’s campaign has caught 
fire. 
“We are consciously not responding 
to every attempt of George to grab at 
straws or grab some media,” said 
Mike D’Angelo, Brown’s campaign 
manager. 
However, the attorney general or his 
spokesmen have reacted to Smith’s 
major charges. 
The challenger accuses the present 
office-holder 
of 
extravagance, 
claiming Brown’s budget has shot up 
from $6.6 million to $18.8 million in my 
first 90 days in office,” Smith has said. 
Brown’s people say the $18.8 million 
figure is inflated by almost $4 million 
received in federal money. 
The attorney general also points to 
increased activity in civil rights, 
consumer protection and the en­ 
vironment as a result of his priorities 
and because of new state laws in all 
these areas. 
Brown wrote the Consumer Sales 
Practices Act. 
The attorney general’s office does 
not cost anything,” said Jack 
Madigan, Brown’s press secretary, 
“because we take in more than we 
spend.

credibly complicated Four Seasons

Smith asked why he had not yet taken 
the matter before a grand jury.

Nixon Fund 
In The Red 
By $99,428 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rabbi 
Baruch Korff says his fund to pay 
former President Richard M. Nixon’s 
legal fees is $99,428 in the red with 
more bills expected. 
A source close to Nixon in San 
Gemente said that in the face of 
mounting hospital and legal costs, 
Korff’s President Nixon Justice Fund 
will provide “essential assistance for 
Nixon to pay his bills. 
“His entire finances could be sub­ 
stantially wiped out in a year,’’ the San 
Gemente source said. 
Korff said the fund had $9,325 on 
hand as of Saturday. He said it owes 
$77,753 in fees to the firm of Nixon s 
lawyer, Herbert J. Miller, plus a 
$31,000 loan to another Korff-organized 
Nixon defense committee. 
Korff said he has been told the fund 
will be billed for another $221,000 in 
legal fees for Nixon. 
He refused to say whether that 
estimate came from Nixon's staff in 
San Gemente or from his lawyers in 
Washington. He said he had no details 
on what specific legal work the ad­ 
ditional bills would be for. 
Korff said the $77,753 bill plus $30,000 
already paid to Miller’s law firm in­ 
cludes legal work for suits surrounding 
the challenged Sept. 7 agreement on 
Nixon’s White House tapes and papers 
plus a number of subpoenas served on 
Nixon.

XENIA, Ohio I AP I — l,oved soybean 
plants grow bigger and produce more 
beans than plants fed only water and 
mineral nutrients, according to results 
released by the experimenter. 
Gus 
Alexander, 
an 
assistant 
professor©! speech communications at 
Wright State University, said there 
was a “significant positive difference’’ 
in the yield of soybeans telepathically 
fed love over the yield of the unloved 
ones. 
The experimental loved soybeans 
yielded 4 per cent more in net weight 
than the control rows in five out of six 
paired plots. 
Maynard Bingaman’s entire 90-acre 
field east of here, which was har­ 
vested, combined and weighed at the 
field on Monday, yielded a total of 4,540 
pounds. 
The field was divided into 12 alter­ 
nate plots, six control and six ex­ 
perimental, Alexander explained. The 
loved beans weighed 2,825 pounds and 
the unloved beans 2,715.

The mechanism, cause and treat­ 
ment of Reye’s Syndrome are still 
unknown, Dr. Charles B. Reiner, a 
Pathologist at Children’s Hospital, 
said during a news conference held by 
a panel of the sponsoring physicians. 
Reye’s 
Syndrome 
is 
an 
un- 
contagious, relatively rare disease 
which attacks children and teenagers 
who have just suffered certain viral in­ 
fections, such as chicken pox or in­ 
fluenza, said Dr. lawrence Corey of 
the Center for Disease Control m 
Atlanta, Ga. 
A small outbreak of the syndrome 
last year, following a nationwide 
epidemic of influenza, led to increased 
public and physicians’ awareness of 
the little known disease, Corey said. 
The Center for Disease Control 
received reports of 428 suspect cases 
for the winter season, he said. The 
syndrome is fatal in about 50 per cent 
of the cases. 
The syndrome is thought to be a 
metabolic disturbance affecting the 
liver which is triggered somehow by 
the viral infection, the doctors ex­ 
plained. The result is an abnormally 
high level of ammonia in the blood 
which is toxic to the brain and the 
central nervous system. However, 
there is no proven explanation of the 
disease. 


A child with Reye’s Syndrome is 
overcome with uncontrollable nausea 
and vomiting, drowsiness, con­ 
vulsions, delirium and in the final 
stage, coma, Corey said. 
‘‘Scrupulous supportive care is most 
important” in the treatment of the 
syndrome, said 
Dr. 
Morey 
W. 
Haymond, professor of pediatrics at 
Washington University in St. I/mis. 
“ As of the moment, there is no 
universally accepted modality of 
therapy,” Corey said. 
The concluding session of the con­ 
ference was a presentation of the 
various methods used in different 
hospitals around the U.S. Three 


methods of curative therapy now being 
experimented with are exchange blood 
transfusions, dialysis and glucose- 
msulin therapy, the doctor said. 
Through cooperation and an ex­ 
change of research and case in­ 
formation, the doctors hope to further 
research and learn more about the 
mysterious syndrome, Corey said.

The speaker and other leaders 
earlier Wednesday received from a 
special study committee a unanimous 
recommendation for prompt approval 
of a House-passed bill to create a state 
housing finance agency. 
It would be empowered to issue 
bonds and guarantee lower than 
prevailing interest rate loans to 
provide housing for Ohio’s low and 
moderate income families. 
Rep. Frederick N. Young, R-38 
Dayton, chairman of the special study 
panel of the Legislative Service 
Commission, said he agreed with in­ 
dustry witnesses who testified that 
Ohio’s housing problems have grown 
more acute in recent months. 
While he said he does not think the 
state stands to lose any federal housing 
funds if it waits until the regular 
session in January to act, he is con­ 
vinced “we should move ahead with 
this bill as expeditiously as possible.” 
Approved by the House 67-23 last 
July, the measure bogged down in the 
Senate in a dispute over a provision to 
require any contractors working under 
public contract to pay the prevailing 
wage rate. 
That is the rate fixed by the U.S. 
Labor Department for specific areas 
of the country, based primarily on 
union wages. 
Since the legislature went into 
recess, however, Congress enacted the 
1974 Federal Housing & Community 
Development Act and made the 
prevailing wage language a part of 
that measure. Specifically, it requires 
prevailing wages on all projects in­ 
volving more than eight living units. 
Young and others on the 16-member 
committee agreed that the federal law 
makes the issue moot in Ohio. They 
agreed to incorporate the same 
language into the pending measure.

Bengals Subjected 
To Drug Probe 


CINCINNATI,Ohio ( A P ) - 
Wayne Clark has no fear of 
lightning striking twice. “ Be­ 
lieve me, this is not another 
San Diego.” 
The Cincinnati Bengals 
backup quarterback says the 
club has “ nothing to fear” 
from a drug investigation 
being 
launched 
by 
the 
National Football league. 
The probe was announced 
Wednesday as “ a routine 
procedure” in wake of the 
arrest of third string Bengals 
quarterback Mike Ernst. He 
was apprehended here early 
Monday and charged with 
possession of a narcotic. 
Clark was with the San 
Diego Chargers just before 
the worst drug scandal in 
N FL history broke into the 
open. 
Clark had wanted out. 
He demanded to be traded 
or he threatened to retire. 
“ This is a different bunch of 
people,” said Clark, who was 
acquired by the Bengals last 
winter. 
“ Maybe I’m naive, but I 
just can’t see it here. I ’d like 
to think the Bengals are a 
little more selective about the 
people they have playing for 
them,” he said. 
The 
N FL 
office 
said 
Wednesday it has assigned a 
private 
investigator 
to 
provide a complete report. 
This is one of the first such 
N FL investigations since the 
San 
Diego 
probe. 
That 
resulted in a $20,000 penalty 
for the club and fines of $3,000 
to $1,000 for eight players. 
Clark said he’s convinced 
the Ernst incident is “ an 


isolated case. The Bengals 
(management) 
should 
welcome the investigation. 
We 
have 
nothing 
to 
hide...nothing to fear.” 
Clark said he approved of 
Coach Paul Brown’s decision 
to waive Ernst, but with 
mixed feelings.

emphatic. It should serve as a 
deterrent,” he said. 
“ But, I was sorry to see it in 
a way. I wonder if a regular 
would have been waived that 
quickly.” 
Brown could not be reached 
for comment Wednesday 
night.

“ any violation of law” by a 
member of the league. “ Our 
security department even 
checks out rumors of players* 
betting or anonymous let­ 
ters.”

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Candidates Refuse 
Big D onations

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two years 
after the richest, most secretive 
political campaign in history, can­ 
didates are beginning to voluntarily 
limit the contributions they will accept 
and throwing their record books wide 
open. 
In 1972 a group of men scurried 
about the country gathering huge 
secret donations for Richard M. 
Nixon’s re-election campaign. 
In 
1974 
nearly 
20 
senators, 
representatives and a few challengers 
have told their campaign treasurers to 
refuse funds from special interest 
groups or personal contributions 
beyond specified limits, some as low as 


$100. 
A few are listing every contribution 
they receive, although federal law 
requires that only contributions of $100 
or more be itemized when contribution 
totals are reported. 
So, for those who care to look, the $2 
contribution of Rose Narberg, a 
Honolulu teacher, is recorded in the 
campaign records of Sen. Charles 
McC. Mathias, R-Md., along with 
thousands of other contributions. 
In addition to opening up his records, 
Mathias is limiting contributions from 
individuals to $100 or less. However, he 
accepted contributions of $4,500 from 
the seafarers union and $5,000 from the 
marine engineers union. He received a 
total of $228,513 in campaign contri­ 
butions as of mid-October. 
Campaign officials and other 
political observers agree that the 
voluntary limits and open records are 
a direct result of Watergate. 
“ I’m certain that everyone knew this 
was a concern of the public,” said 
Gordon Hawk, Rep. Gilbert Gude’s 
administrative assistant. 
Gude, a Maryland Republican, has 
refused to accept any contributions 
from beyond the borders of his 
suburban Montgomery County district 
or any of more than $100. 
Limiting contributions can be a risky 
business for a nonincumbent, who 
generally lacks the public recognition 
and financial resources that go with 
holding office. 
But Ramsey Clark, the Democrat 
challenging New York’s Republican 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, decided to limit

his contributions to $100 and is proving 
the exception to Wertheimer’s rule. 
A challenger running against a well- 
financed incumbent — Javits’ current 
campaign has received more than 
$20,000 from the Rockefeller family 
alone — can make political capital by 
stressing the self-imposed limits, and 
that is what Clark has done.
